SIR GILBERT PARKER’S VIEW. 


The Rt. Hon. Sir Gilbort Parker, whose 
joining the Empire Resourecs Develop- 
ment Committee has been announced, has 
been telling a Preas representative some 


of the reasons for this endorsement of a 
policy said Lo ipvolve a modified form of 
* State Socialism.” Me 

« Althapgh not naturally socialistic in 
my tendencies,” anid Bir Gilbert, ** 1 do 
believe in State trading. We do it with 
the’ Post. Office and: the telephone aud are 
doing it, hs a war measure. with the rail- 
ways. Consequently, I approached the 
programme the Empire Resourees 
Development Committee with an open 
mind, recognising that while the State 
must’ not interfore in’ that which the 
individual can do successfully and effectu- 
ally, it may legitimately do so in that 
which is beyond individual capacity and 
resource. ; 

“Then, ] am impressed with the tre 
mendous financial obligations of the State. 
These cannot be mot by graduated income 
tax, by a reduction of expenditure on 
museums and art treasures, by the con 
scription of wealth, which is, in effect, 
the destruction of capital, nor, hy the dis- 
continuance of old age IPETAIONE, which 
should not be discontinued.” 

It was casy to object to 
reaponsibilitics, such as those of an 
Imperial Development Board. — being
